A drop in 
business activity could cut the 
Government's tax collections 
substantially. 

Noncommittal on Budget. 

In his campaign’ speeches, 
Kennedy pledged himself to the 
goal of a balanced budget. He 
said he would approve deficit 
financing only to meet emergen- 
cy military needs of to stimulate 
the economy. 

At a press conference yester- 
day he declined to say whether 
the budget he will submit to 
Congress after taking office next 
month will be balanced. 

“I think we are going to have 
to wait until January to get a 
better and clearer estimate of 
the tax revenue,”’ he remarked.

The programs for redeveloping 
and beautifying the old part of the 
central city and the Mill Creek 
Valley are indeed exciting and 
stimulating. But they are going to 
require many years for completion. 
Nevertheless there is a means of 
enhancing the attractiveness of the 
central city almost immediately 
and at modest expense, 


St. Louis needs a beautiful, broad 
tree-lined boulevard in the central 
city that may be used and enjoyed 
by its citizens daily. Market strect 
lends itself admirably for this pur- 
pose. By the expedient of requir- 

_ing 25- or 20-foot parkways between 

curb and sidewalk, with additional 
building setback lines beyond that, 
this boulevard could be lined with 
trees and shrubs, with sites for 
flowers, pertinent statuary and 
sculptures. 


That portion between Twentieth 
and Grand could be accomplished 
almost immediately now that dem- 
olition and street planning have 
been completed, and it would be 
enjoyed by thousands of citizens 
who enter and leave the central 
city daily by this route. The por- 
tion between Third and Eleventh 
should be included in the develop- 
ment plans for that area. 


While Market will never be a 
‘Champs Elysees or a Paseo de la 
Reforma, with proper attention to 
esthetic possibilities it could be- 
‘come one of the more beautiful 
“downtown” boulevards in_ this 
country. 

Since it will be a main approach 
to the Arch and Memorial area it 
should be as beautiful, orderly and 
uncluttered as we can make it. And 
‘because of the present favorable 
physical condition along most of 
its length, the time to start doing 
something about it is now.

Mr. Kennedy has promised to pick 
Ambassadors solely on the basis of merit, 
but this will be impossible unless he can ob- 
tain funds from a Congress that has too 
often been parsimonious with diplomatic al- 
lowances.

In London, Paris, Rome, Caracas, Rio de 
Janeiro, Buenos Aires and other posts ~nly 
a man of great wealth can afford to repre- 
sent the United States, the wealthiest country 
in the world. James D. Zellerbach spent about 
$55,000 a year above his salary and allow- 
ances as Ambassador to Italy. In Paris the 
allowance for house and “representation” is 
a little over $16,000; the British Ambassador 
has $67,500 a year in allowances. 

It is not necessary for our Ambassador to 
Italy to spend as much as Mr. Zellerbach 
did, but he has to spend more than he is 
allowed. It is estimated that our Ambassador 
to Britain, John Hay Whitney, has spent half 
a million dollars of his own money while in 
London. This is more than he need have 
expended. Yet the United States provides 
only two gardeners and two custodians to 
care for Winfield House, a London showplace. 
The Ambassador supplies the rest of the 37 
servants who look after the official resi- 
dence’s 50 rooms and 12 acres. Mr. Whitney’s 
last Fourth of July party (embassies of all 
countries observe their national independ- 
ence day in this manner) cost $16,400, more 
than $10,000 above the annual allowance for 
this purpose.

Apparently the Kennedy Administration 
will be unable to make certain contemplated 
appointments unless more money is forth- 
coming. It is reported, for example, that 
Mr. Kennedy would like to send Charles E. 
Bohlen, former Ambassador to the Soviet 
Union, to France. Mr. Bohlen is one of this 
country’s ablest diplomats, But he has no in- 
dependent means. 

Sometimes, of course, a competent man 
may also have means. Even so, the United 
States should not be niggardly. There is 
something wrong when the entire State De- 
partment budget is less than one-half of 1 
per cent of the budget of the Defense De- 
partment. 

The time is long since past when any man 
who had money and contributed generously 
to the campaign of the winning presidential 
candidate was entitled to a foreign assign- 
ment. The United States needs the best rep- 
resentatives abroad that it can find; there 
should be no question of adequate pay and 


allowances. 


Bigger Than the Sheriff 


Republican Sheriff Litzinger’s slipshod 
and perhaps even brutal administration of 
the County Jail has much in common with 
Democratic Collector Devereaux’s failure to 
handle the tax-collecting function with ef- 
ficiency. Both officials are independently 
elected officers who are practically free of 
effective control by Supervisor McNary’s 
county administration. They can operate 
virtually as they please, and they do. 


Sheriff Litzinger will be leaving office 
soon. But there is no guarantee that the next 
Sheriff will be any more responsive to pleas 
for improvements by the Board of Visitors 
than Mr. Litzinger was. 


The remedy for controlling a free-wheeling 
official like the Sheriff is the same remedy 
the voters applied to Mr. Devereaux. The 
office ought to be made appointive -under 
the Supervisor, the occupant hired on merit 
and made subject to discharge for cause. 
The same principles should apply to the 
Sheriff's deputies and office staff. 

A dozen or so of the county’s principal ad- 
ministrative officers are elected officials 
whose interests are not necessarily those of 
the county government as a whole. Until 
they are made appointive under the super- 
visor, until their employes are put under a 
merit system and until their operations are 
integrated with those of the rest of the 
courthouse, the danger that one of them 
will turn out to be another Litzinger or an- 
other Devereaux will always be present. 


Israel and the Atom 

The discoyery that Israel is secretly build- 
ing, with French assistance, a nuclear reactor 
capable of producing fissionable material 
for atomic bombs, is a chilling portent of the 
lateness of the hour. Because of the clandes- 
‘tine way in which the project has been 
advanced, the suspicion has arisen in Wash- 
ington that Israel is attempting to develop 
atomic weaponry. 

If it should succeed'in doing so, the im- 
plications for the Middle East, and for the 
world, would be staggering. 

Of course it is possible that the Negev 
plant is intended only for research, as the 
Israeli and French governments declare. But 
the circumstances surrounding it suggest 
something less than forthrightness. 

It was represented as a textile plant until 
long-range pictures disclosed its true nature. 
It is a type of reactor that is particularly 
well suited for producing plutonium, used in 
atomic bombs—the same type the United 
States uses for producing plutonium at 
Savannah River, S.C. And it is large 
enough to produce sufficient plutonium for 
a small number of bombs. The fissionable 
material being used is natural uranium, 
which is found within the boundaries of 
many countries and is available to virtually 
all countries. 

Whatever the nature of the plant in the 
Negev and the uses to which it will be put, 
the fact remains that a number of countries 
stand at the atomic threshold. If they cross 
it, it will become infinitely harder «to 
establish the controls which are already so 
pressingly called for. 

To cope with this situation, the Inter- 
national Atomic Energy Agency is. needed 
as the control organ it was set up to be but 


has never in reality become. The basic 


agreements on nuclear test cessation which 
have been so long sought at Geneva are in- 
creasingly imperative. 


Clemency for Orville Hodge? 
It may well be that Orville E. Hodge de- 
serves the clemency he is seeking after serv- 


ing four years and four months in Menard. 


Penitentiary for embezzling $1,500,000 from 
the State of Illinois when he was state audi- 
tor. But in the interest of even-handed jus- 
tice his application ought to go through the 
normal procedures of the Parole and Pardon 
Board. Whether he is then pardoned or 
paroled, or given a reduction in his 12-to-15 
year maximum sentence, the least appropriate 
occupant of the Governor’s chair to take that 
action is outgoing Gov. William G. Stratton. 


Gov. Stratton goes out of office Jan. 9, the 
day before the Pardon and Parole Board’s next 
scheduled meeting. The temptation to take 
the matter out of the Board’s hands and 
issue an executive pardon before Governor- 
elect Otto Kerner assumes office could under- 
standably be strong. The Hodge case was the 
worst of the several scandals of the Stratton 
Administration. 


But for exactly that reason Gov. Stratton 
ought in good conscience to leave the clem- 
ency petition for action by the Pardon and 
Parole Board and his successor, who alone 
can treat it in the normal, objective and con- 
sidered fashion it deserves. It should not be 
possible to say that a prisoner who had 
offended greatly was pardoned politically, 
while lesser offenders without any tie to the 
Governor of Illinois remained in prison, the 
victims of different and harsher standards. 


There are arguments in support of Hodge’s 
plea for clemency. He has made full restitu- 
tion of the money he stole from the state. He 
has reimbursed the state for the expenses 
to which it was put in prosecuting his case. 
He has been a model prisoner. He has a home 
and a job to which he can go if he is given 
his freedom. 


It would be less than just to Hodge him- 
self if his appeal were not allowed to stand 
on its merits. The orderly consideration of 
his appeal, in the same manner as that of 
any other prisoner, is not only the appropri- 
ate procedure, but in the end it will be the 
most humane. 


Clues in the Midair Crash 


In light of the fact that major airliner 
crashes usually require months of investiga- 
tion before the cause is announced, the in- 
quiry into the New York City disaster is mov- 
ing swiftly. One of the first clues lies in the 
Federal Aviation Agency’s preliminary find- 
ing that the DC-8 jetliner was 11 miles off 
course. But this finding gives rise to more 
questions. How did the plane get off course? 
Did the pilot know of it? Was the plane 
under surveillance? 


More information should be obtained from 
the flight recorder box which was taken in- 
tact from the jetliner. As a result of an FAA 
regulation issued last May, this device, which 
records on a metal tape the course, altitude, 
speed and gravity forces of the plane, is re- 
quired on all turboprop and jetliners. The 
FAA encountered objections over the flight 
recorder order. The device costs upward of 
$10,000 and the objectors also complained 
that there was undue hurry in ordering in- 
stallation. 


The critical role which the flight recorder 
may play in supplying information on this 
disaster shows that the FAA was right. It will 
not always be right, but air safety will best be 
advanced by an alert and vigorous regula- 
tory agency unintimidated by the outcries 
of pilots, aircraft owners or airlines. There 
will be accidents as long as planes fly, but 
the rate can be reduced, and that is what the 
public expects of FAA. 


New Regime in Laos 

Continuing its policy of expediency in 
Laos, the United States is beginning at once 
to furnish arms to the new pro-Western gov- 
ernment of Prince Boun Oum. It is impos- 
sible to keep track of all the power shifts in 
the tiny but strategic Asian kingdom; pre- 
sumably the State Department is convinced 
the new government is a responsible one and 
should be helped. . 

The Russians have supplied the Commu- 
nist-oriented rebels with weapons by airlift 
and the West cannot allow Laos to be taken 
over by the Communists if this can be pre- 
vented. The United States has officially ac- 
cused the Russians and their “partners” of 
causing the recent fighting. 

We hope the new Administration will take 
a comprehenstive look at our relationship 
to Laos with a view to asking whether there 
is not some better policy than the one we 
have been followng. Spending millions of 
dollars to keep a friendly government in 
power, seeing it turn against us, and then 
spending more millions to bring into power 
a government willing to accept-our subsi- 
dies, is not a policy that recommends itself 
very highly. 

In the settlement following the Indochina 
war, Laos was supposed to be neutral. Is it 
impossible to go back to that principle? 
Would the Communists accept it, and live up 
to it? Surely imaginative policy formation 
can think up something better than simply 
buying successive governments which do not 
stay bought. 


Stabilizer and Sea Sickness 


There is encouragement at hand for those 
landlubbers who would put to sea if it -vere 
not for their susceptibility to that prostrating 
malady—sea sickness. Most mal de mer starts 
when the ship rolls four degrees or more, 
according to naval architects who have 
equipped the 18,500-ton liner Matsonia with 
a new flume stabilization system that reduced 
a nine-degree roll to less than two degrees. 

This should be welcome news for all 
except those salty travelers who fancy the1- 
selves kindred souls with Coleridge’s Ancient 
Mariner and like to tell of rolling 40 degrees 
off Hatteras, bucking a Japanese typhoon, 
battling a mar bravura off Peru or mixing 
it up with a tehuantepecer while running for 
Acapulco. And it must be remembered that 
rolling is just one of the gyrations that a 
ship can go through with disastrous results 
for tremulous nerves or queasy stomaths.

I think a fair analysis of the 
direct primary system reveals that it 
transferred power from the political 
parties to the reporting media in the 
selection of the candidates of both the 
political parties. 


The third important change in Amer- 
ican politics is the rising power of 
well-organized comprehensive pressure 
groups which in some instances have 
become so powerful that they, in ef- 
fect, are more powerful than the now 
weak political parties,

I want to point out also that in some 
areas, like my own, a political party 
may be so weak that even the basic 
election machinery of canvassing and 
manning the polls with officials to 
keep the election honest falls upon 
individual candidates.

However, I suggest that the contin- 
ued efforts of those in the media who 
do realize that the media have a grave 
responsibility that goes with the power 
they presently have in representative 
government is the only sound answer. 
Freedom of speech and of the press 
and other publicity media are so vital 
to representative government that any 
attempts to have government regula- 
tion substituted for self discipline 
would damage rather than help the 
cause of representative government. 

The continued lack of self discipline 
that I and others have observed over 
a period of years on the part of the 
media toward their new and great 
power and responsibilities in our sys- 
tem of representative government 
leaves me in a pessimistic frame of 
mind about its future in our society.

Game Then and Now 


Many kinds of game graced 
the tables of the pioneers dur- 
ing the Yuletide season. Often 
it was a matter of necessity 
rather than choice, because 
the scarce domestic animals 
were butchered only when it 
was necessary to keep hunger 
away. The woods and clearings 
furnished game animals while 
the streams were a source of 
supply for fish as well as mi- 
gratory waterfowl. 

As late as 75 years ago a 
St. Louis newspaper carried a 
pre-Christmas advertisement 
regarding ‘venison and bear 
steaks, as well as turkeys, 
mallards and quail. Game 
hung in front of the butcher 
shops and wildlife laws were 
unknown. 

Many of the early settlers 
depended on quail and turkey 
traps to provide them with 
these game birds. Even to this 
day it is not too uncommon in 
the Ozarks to find an illegal 
quail trap in the corner of an 
old grown-over field. 

Turkey traps were made 
from logs and a trench was 
dug ending under the crude 
hut where the hapless birds 
were unable to find their way 
to freedom. Shelled corn was 
scattered along the long trench 
and the hungry turkeys fol- 
lowed the trail of corn to their 
doom. Sometimes, according 
to the hunters’ tales of those 
days, an entire flock of birds 
would be captured. 


‘Smoked Vension 

The winter season was the 
only time of year when larger 
game could be kept with any 
degree of success and both 
venison and turkeys often 
were ‘‘salted down” and then 
smoked much on the order of 
curing ‘‘country hams’’ today. 
Venison was cut in long thin 
strips and then soaked in a 
brine and smoked over hick- 
ory wood in the curing proc- 
ess. It was called “jerky” and 
no pioneer thought of starting 
on a long journey without 
some jerky in his saddle bags. 


Although one reads of the | 
deadly accuracy of the Ken- | 


tucky rifles and the unerring 
aim of the Indian with his 
cedar bow and flint-tipped ar- 
row, these weapons did not 
compare with modern-day 
armament. The fiber glass or 
the laminated bow and the 
razor-sharp steel arrow is per- 
haps tenfold more efficient 
than those of the most skilled 
Indians of early times. 

David Crockett bragged of 
his “Betsy” but the modern 


arms are far superior in tra- 
jectory power and accuracy to 
anything produced by the Fu- 
ropean gunsmiths who emi- 
grated to Pennsylvania in the 
early days. 

In the early days, hunting 
was a way of life that was as 
necessary as tilling the fields 
or harvesting the grain. When 
the Christmas holidays were 
near, no doubt the nimrods 
doubled their efforts to pro- 
vide a variety of meats for 
the festive board. 


Game Management 

Wildlife, as a whole, has 
thrived with advancing civil- 
ization. When one considers 
that the population has _ in- 
creased from a few hundred 
thousand—including the Indi- 
ans—to almost 180,000,000 in 
300 years, it is almost unbe- 
lievable that game animals 
and birds would even survive 
the upsurge in hunting pres- 
sure. 

But from the forests, plains, 


marshes and upland some 150,- |

000,000 birds and animals 
weighing 300,000,000 pounds are 
taken annually by the sports- 
men, Some 600,000 deer alone 
fall to the hunters’ guns—not 
to mention elk, moose and 
bear. We take 50,000,000 rab- 
bits, 25,000,000 quail, and some 
15,000,000 pheasants. The ducks 
and geese number 12,000,000 
plus a lot of grouse, snipe, 
woodcock, wild turkeys, and 
14,000,000 doves. 

The fantastic figures of the 
game harvest today indicate 
that wildlife will continue to 
thrive in the years to come. 
Man is managing natural re- 
sources far more successfully 
than in the early 1900s and 
the game population of today 
is greater than when Daniel

He Isn’t Rich, but 
Would Like to Be 


PARIS, Dec. 21. 

A LIVELY BATTLE has been raging in the House of 
Commons for the past few months which could affect the life 
of every living author in the Western world. British authors, 
led by England's liveliest septuagenarian, Sir Alan Herbert, 

Se > « are trying to get a bill 
passed that would allow 
authors to receive a royal- 
ty every time a book is 
taken out of a lending li- 
brary. 

Sir Alan and his group 
maintain that composers 
and song writers get paid 
every time their works are 
performed, and there is no 
reason why authors 
shouldn’t get paid every 
time someone reads their 
books. 

Sir Alan has pointed out 
that the author gets only 
one royalty when a book 
is sold to a library, even 
though as many as 100 
people may have enjoyed 
the individual copy. 

Backers of the bill claim 
that 73 per cent of all Brit- 
ish authors earn less than 1000 pounds ($2800) a year, and 
while 400,000,000 books were borrowed from 560 public libraries 
in 1959, as against 76,000,000 in 1924, authors were poorer 
than ever. 


There has naturally been a great deal of opposition to the 
bill from libraries and also from friends of “free reading” in 
the House of Commons. Dr. Stross, a Laborite from Stoke-on- 
Kent, argued that if authors were to be paid for “‘reading 
rights” why shouldn't artists be paid for “viewing rights” and 
receive a penny a view from everyone who looks at their 
pictures.

The anti-author faction maintains authors should 
be paid higher royalties by publishers instead of taking 
it out on the public—which shows how much some 
members of Parliament know about publishers. 


As an author of five books, our sympathies from the 
start have been with Sir Alan and his group. There has never 
been a more intelligent and sane bill proposed in the House 
of Commons and it is our dearest hope that President-elect 
Kennedy, an author himself, might suggest a similar bill in 
the United States Congress. Every time a book is taken out of 
a lending library it is our feeling that the library should be 
charged a half-cent, and the money should be paid directly 
to the authors, so the publishers don’t get their greedy hands 
on any of it. 


As Mr. Nigel Fisher, the Conservative from Surbiton, put 
ft so well in Friday’s debate, “If libraries thought the charge 
made by the bill too great, why should not a charge be made 
on the borrower? What is so sacred about the right of every- 
body to read everything for nothing?” 

We would like to add one amendment to the bill if it is 
introduced in the American Congress. 


As everybody knows, the real loss to an author 
doesn’t come from the lending libraries, but from the 
average person who lends his book to a friend. This 
private borrowing has caused untold loss of millions 
of dollars in royalties to the author, because every time 
a book is borrowed by one friend from another, a sale 
is lost. 

Therefore we think that when someone lends some- 
body a book, either the owner of the book or the 
borrower should pay the author. 


We know this would be a very hard law to enforce, but we 
believe J. Edgar Hoover, who is also an author, should make 
the FBI available to check up on people who lend their books 
to other people without paying the author his royalties. 

To quote our wife, a very wise woman, “A strong 


democracy can survive only if its authors are rich.”

Examine this hand which f- 
lustrates a principle that is 
sometimes violated.

South then drew three rounds 
of trumps, hoping the suit would 
be divided 3-3. When it developed 
that West had been dealt four 
hearts, the jig was up. West 
ruffed the third diamond lead, 
cashed three club tricks, and de- 
clarer went down two. 

What South had done, in effect, 
was to pin all his hopes on a 
3-3 trump division. This would 
ordinarily work out in about one 
deal out of each three, but it did 
not give South nearly as much 
chance to make the contract as 
he would have had with a differ- 
ent method of play. 

Instead of banking solely on 
the 36 per cent chance of a 3-3 
split in hearts, declarer should 
have taken steps to cover the 
possibility of a 42 trump di- 
vision. The latter possibly oc- 
curs in about 48-deals out of each 
100, and hence is not to be ig- 
nored 


The right play for South is 
to refuse to trump the second 
club lead, and also the third club 
lead if the defense persists with 
clubs. On these clubs declarer 
discards two spades. The de- 
fense collapses as a result. South 
takes the next 10 tricks regard- 
less of what the defenders do. 

By adopting this course of play 
South makes the contract when- 
ever the adverse hearts are di- 
vided either 3-3 or 42. He in- 
creases his chances of making 
four hearts from 3% to & per 
cent, and changes his position 
from a 2 to 1 underdog to a 5 to 
1 favorite.

THE MODERATOR of a television program recently had 
Broucho Marx, George Burns, Jimmy Durante, Joey Bishop 
end Buddy Hackett seated with him. The moderator was in 
the middie and he could have surrounded himself with enter- 

tainment by keeping his 
mouth shut mostly and 
only occasionally saying 
brightly, “Do go on,” but 
that was too hard for 
him. 

The moderato? suffered 
from feeling overly young 
and overly bright in the 
presence of Marx, Burns 
and Durante. He spoke 
to them of the way things 
were “in your day.” He 
believed Marx, Burns and 
Durante had shared the 
First Ice Age and he han- 
died them lightly, ginger- 
ly, lest they tremble and 
break. 

He did not treat Bishop 
and Hackett so. They are 
in their 30s. I think the 

JACK RICE moderator had them on 
stand-by, someone to talk 
to if a museum keeper hauled away Marx, Burns and Durante 
before the hour was out. I wish the truant officer had taken 
away the moderator and left the other five to talk among 
themselves. That would have removed the “in your day” 
vacuum because Bishop and Hackett seem like respectful 
youths, aware that a man’s time never is past so long as he 
remains on his game in the present. 

I intend to be old myself some day and I do not want a 
sprat stroking my beard and inquiring how things were in 
my time. I will tell him that in my time I delighted in lis- 
tening to other men able to share the present with me, and 
also amuse me with tales of the past I'd been denied by 
being born 30 or 40 years too late. Then I will break the 
sprat’s arm, to teach him better manners. 

I have met Mr. Durante and he is an entertaining man, 
possibly as good as Casey Stengel, when he.detects a genuine 
interest in the stories so dear to his youth. There is no such 
element as “in your day” with Mr. Durante; he merely hap- 
pens to have been allotted more time, good, bad and indif- 
ferent, than is given the general run of man. 

Once or twice I thought Durante, Marx and Burns were 
away and running with stories of lively times they had known, 
times they could bring back to life rousingly just by talking. 
The moderator would have had a dandy hour with such talk 
but as I recall it he opened the program with a question 
about Western Germany, as sorry a try for an off-beat open- 
ing as he could devise. His hand-feeding of the conversation 
was equally inspired for the rest of the program. 

The moderator’s name is David Susskind and I had not 
Seen a show moderated by him previously and I will not 
again. Susskind probably will prosper unless he gets hold of 
Harry Truman and says, ‘How were whisky and pianos, in 
your day? Please, no politics.” 

Or Bernard Baruch, ‘‘And how were park benches in your 
day? Please, no finances.” 

I do not know what kindly Mr. Baruch would do but I 
suspect Mr. Truman could make it plain as hell his day still 
is in the present, that a good man’s day is never done as 
long as he can draw a sensible breath. I think he properly 
cou'd point out the great shining egotism revealed by “‘in 
your day"’ and manage an early burial for bad manners on 
the part of younger men speaking to older men. 

Marx tried, near the end of the program. He said Suss- 
kind was condescending, because he was speaking to co- 
medians. Marx was serious, and that summed up the pity of 
it all. By the time Marx, Durante and Burns had been mod- 


erated silly I'd forgotten they were comedians, and so, main- 
ly, had they.

ONCE UPON A T™ the 
American flag was c ered 
an essential item of equipment 
in any well-ordered household. 
And when holidays came around 
Old Glory flew from almost 
every front porch. 

For some reason, however, 
people have become somewhat 
diffident about displaying the 
flag in recent years. Even on 
the Fourth of July the sight of 
a flag is rare enough in many 
neighborhoods to cause com- 
ment. 

Thanks to Leo J. Reid Jr., 
and four of his sons, the Ameri- 
can flag is making a comeback 
in St. Louis county. Each Sat- 
urday morning, with the family 
station wagon fixed up as “The 
Flag Wagon” and with 7-vear- 
old Chris leading the way beat- 
ing a tattoo on a drum, the 
Reids have been selling flags 
from door to door with excel- 
lent results. 

Already their own community 
of Glendale has become flag 
conscious and when a holiday 
comes around the Stars and 
Stripes is displayed om dozens 
of porches. The crew is now at 
work in neighboring Warson 
Woods. They plan to cover the 
county, a community at a time, 
until the good old custom of fly- 
ing the flag has been restored. 

The flag campaicn was started, 
Reid explained, with a two-fold 
purpose. One was ‘“‘to revive the 
custom of flying the Stars and 
Stripes the way people used to 
do” and the other was to teach 
his boys something about mak- 
ing and managing money. So 
far they've been doing pretty 
well at both. 

Reid, father of nine children, 
feels very strongly about the 
flag and the general indiffer- 
ence which has developed to- 
ward it in recent years. 

“T have a deep-seated and 
long-enduring feeling,” he ex- 
plained, “that we as Americans 
don’t think of ourselves as such 
often enough. I think we need 
to revive our interest and re- 
spect for the flag as a symbol of 
our Americanism.” 

Four or five years ago, he re- 
called, he talked to a friend, an 
executive in a department store, 
about running special promotion 
campaigns to sell flags. 

“He told me,” Reid recalled, 
“that there is so little demand 
for flags that it wasn’t worth 
while.” Reid would have found 
this very disheartening, except 
for the fact he refused to be- 
lieve it. 

At Union Electric Co., where 
Reid is project administrator of 
public relations, he helped con- 
duct a community planned prog- 
ress program in nearby small 
towns, for which American flags 
were awarded. 

“I ordered one of the flags for 
myself,” he related, “‘and then I 
said to myself, ‘If I'm interested

in owning a flag, I wonder how 
many others are?’”’ So he put 
a notice on the bulletin board 
that good three-by-five foot flags 
could be had for $4.40 each. “To 
my surprise,” he said, “more 
than 100 employes bought them. 
It convinced me there was a de- 
mand for flags if someone would 
just provide them.” 

When Reid was elected presi- 
dent of the Optimist Club of St. 
Louis in ‘July, the Optimists 
were casting about for.ways to 
raise funds for a‘ boys’ club. 
Reid suggested they “sell flags 
on the street. They ordered 1500 
flags and 25 members were sta- 
tioned on street corners. They 
sold only 400. 

“We had flags running out of 
our ears,” he said. Fortunately 


other Optimist groups in the 
county came to their aid and 
eventually all were sold. 


“But I was still convinced,” | 


Reid said, ‘‘there is a great un- 
tapped market for flags.” So 
when his two oldest boys, John 
and David, who are 16 and 14 
years old respectively, won 
scholarships to St. Louis Priory 
School, he had another opportu- 
nity to test his theory. 

There was the littie matter of 
$110 a year a boy for trans- 
portation to and from school. 
Reid and the boys had a con- 
ference on the subject of how 
they might earn money to help 
pay the cost. “Maybe,” Reid 
suggested, “‘we could do some- 
thing with flags.” By this time 
he had reached another con- 
clusion, People, he was con- 
vinced, won't go out of their 
way or make a special trip to 
town to buy a flag. But a lot of 
people want them and will buy 
them if the flags are brought 
to them. They decided to put 
this theory to the test. 


“We agreed that it needed a 
little showmanship,” Reid ex- 
plained, ‘‘so we fixed up the 
station wagon as a flag wagon. 
My wife and some of the other 
youngstérs made signs with red 


and blue crayol! that read ““The | 


Flag Vagor.” 

They also needed some ad- 
vance ptlicity, they agreed, 
but the possible profits would 
hardly covew advertisements. So 
they put tovether a handbill with 
the heading: “THE FLAG WAG- 
ON IS COMING!” 

The handbil] lists all the flag 
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holidays, those on which !ft !{s 
customary to display the flag. 
There are 19 in all. The flag 
wagon, it explains, offers only 
one item for sale: a 50-star, col- 
orfast flag three feet by five 
feet, with a six-foot jointed flag- 
pole and a socket to be installed 
on door frames or window sills, 
all for $3.95. There is the final 
notice: ‘The flag wagon will be 
in your block on Saturday. Listen 
for the Flag Wagon Drum.”’ 

During the week the boys dis- 
tribute the handbills in the neigh- 
borhood they are going to can- 
vass on Saturday. Early Satur- 
day morning the. crew starts 
loading up. David and John, the 
two older boys, are the sales- 
men. Leo III, who is 10, is a sort 
of general assistant (and) he 
also alternates with Chris at the 
drum. 

When they come to the neigh- 
borhood where they plan to sell, 
Chris walks ahead of the flag 
wagon, beating on the drum. 
They started out with a bass 
drum which they rented from a 
school band for $1 a week but 
it turned out to be a little too 
heavy. Reid found a second-hand 
parade drum, which he bought 
for $8, and they painted it with 
red, white and blue stripes. 

After they have paraded slow- 
ly up and down the street a time 
or two, just to be sure every- 
body knows they’re there, David 
and John each take a side of

I want to go 
back to my old job which 
pays as much or more than 
my husband makes. We 
will then be able to save 
and also keep up with the 
Joneses. I only have four children. What can I do to‘make my 
@unt leave the place where she works so hard? Can a person 
who refuses to better herself possibly be all there? 
ANXIOUS. 


Your aunt is not only “all there” but sound like a 
wonderful and exceptionally intelligent person. You 
say she refuses to better herself. She doesn’t need to. 
The love of those seven motherless children is all the 
riches anyone could ask in this world. The comfort of 
knowing she is needed far outweighs what you could 
offer her in the way of that private room and bath and 
TV set. Quit nagging her and let her keep her job 
taking care of these youngsters. You can hire some- 
body else so you can go back to your old job and 
“keep up with the Joneses.” 


Dear Martha: 


_ NOW THAT THE ELECTION is over and the best man 
won, all we can do is wait for action on help for the aged. 
My mother is in a nursing home and I know the amount of the 
, checks this home receives for her through old age assistance 
and social security. I don’t wonder that nursing homes can’t 
comply with the standards. What if my mother hadn’t worked 
to earn social security? The amount toward her care would be 
even less. I would be willing to help with her care but I do 
not work as my husband always thought a woman’s place is 
in her home with her children. Don’t the politicians know what 
an old woman, sick and alone, is up against? 


If you have been reading the “100 Neediest Cases” 
series in the Post-Dispatch, you will know that there 
are thousands of old people right here in St. Louis whe 
are finding it impossible to live on the $65 a month 
they receive in old age assistance.

Disinfecting Bathtub 


Dear Dr. Molner: 

I AM MOVING from my own home to a hotel where I'll 
have to use a bathtub to which a few strangers will have 
access. What cleansing medium is advisable? A.W. 


FOR ALL PRACTICAL 

purposes, just remember 

that soap and water and a 

good rinse is the simplest 

procedure, because soap is 

a very good antiseptic. 

That’s all I'd do. If you in- 

sist on further precautions, 

a swabbing of the tub with 

any of the household clean- 

ing agents containing 

chlorine would be all right, 

or, to go even more to ex- 

- te tremes, a dilute antiseptic 

DR. MOLNER solution containing phenol 

—which, of course, must 

be dilute and must be used with care. But soap and water 

will kill, thin out or disable most any of the germs that could 

be left by a previous user. Keep in mind: The previous user 

probably uses soap, too, and is a naturally clean person or 

wouldn’t be using the tub, so the chance of picking up germs 
is really very slight indeed. 


Dear Dr. Molner: 

WHAT CAUSES the growth of stray hairs on the faces of 
60 many women after they reach the menopause? Is there 
any safe, permanent way of removing them? B.N. S, 


Some women encounter this before nenopause. 
Usually it is a family trait. After menopause, the ex- 
planation is simply that there has been a shift in hor- 
monal activity in the body, because hormones from the 
ovaries decrease and other hormones become more 
dominant. 


Bleaching these hairs to make them less noticeable 
is often a perfectly adequate answer. Removal by elec- 
trolysis, or “electric needle,” is safe. Your physician 
can refer you to someone who is skilled in this work. 


Dear Dr. Molner: 

WHY IS COFFEE bad to drink after it has stood awhile? 
My friends are warning me about this, but they don’t give me 
any reason. I always pour it into a glass. H. B. W. 


If coffee is allowed to stand on the grounds, more 
extractive materials are taken from them. The coffee 
is more bitter, but that’s all that happens. The same is 
true of tea. No other consequences result from letting 
it stand.

AT ABOUT THE TIME of his 

twenty-seventh birthday, Charles 
Dickens began to figure out the 
plan for a new story. He later 
said that ‘‘the notion’’ had come 
to him of telling about a man 
'named Humphrey who owned 
| ‘‘an old, queer-cased clock.”’ He 
'planned that Humphrey should 
'find some old writings in the 
closet where weights for the 
' clock were kept. 

The printing of the story was 
carried out in a small weekly 
magazine known as ‘Master 
Humphrey’s Clock.” Readers 
were supposed to have a new 
installment each week, but often 
the magazine was late in publi- 
cation. Nevertheless a_ strong 
public interest developed. 

The story was published in 
book form, under the title of 
“The Old Curiosity Shop.” The 
chief character was called Lit- 
tle Nell. After Dickens de- 
scribed the death of Little 


Nell, during magazine publica- 
tion, he wrote to a friend, say- 
ing: 

“It is such a painful thing 
to me that I can hardly ex- 
press my sorrow.” 

Several times, during travels 
abroad, I have seen a store in 
London called the ‘‘Old Curiosity 
Shop.” It contains souvenirs of 
Dickens, and suggests the quaint 
old shop described in the novel, 
but there is doubt that it is the 
same. 

Dickens wrote “A Christmas 
Carol’”’ when he was 31 years 
| old, and the next year com-
